The Making of A Contender 


The making of a contender for a national football cham- 
pionship, be it major power or small college, is not an over- 
night accomplishment. At Elon College, a church-related 
college of 2,100 students nestled in the piedmont section at 
the foothills of North Carolina’s Blue Ridge Mountains, 
Shirley S. “Red” Wilson has been building a contender for 
about five of the eight years he has been the head football 
coach and athletic director. 

Wilson, whose red locks have gradually turned gray during 
his tenure at Elon, had a more elementary objective when he 
first arrived on campus after 17 highly successful seasons as 
a high school coach—put Elon back in the win column. 

The Fighting Christians had been winners for only 20 of 
their 45 seasons before 1967 and the two previous seasons 
had been disasters (2-8 and 1-9). But the jolly redhead went 
right to work and was 5-3-1 his first season. Since then his 
teams have won five conference championships, finished 
among the top four NAIA Division | schools in the last two 
years and had only two losing seasons. 

Elon began thinking about national rankings and a shot at 
the NAIA crown in 1971 after having suffered through a 3-7 
season the fall before. "That was the first year that an Elon 
team had ever won eight games (8-3-0) in one season,” re- 
flects Wilson. "We kept beating teams that were being 
ranked or we were giving them good battles. We felt we were 
deserving of some recognition, but it didn't come.” 

In 1972 Wilson scheduled Troy State in Alabama, a school 
that already had the NAIA raters' eyes, in hopes of a win and 
some recognition. But the Christians faltered 28-24 in that 
season opener, lost the following week to North Carolina 
Central, were tied by nationally ranked Presbyterian and then 
lost to Wofford.

“That season was the turning point for us though,” says 
Wilson. “We gave Troy State a good game and later on we 
beat Carson-Newman. Our 7-3-1 season was nothing to 
sneeze at. People were beginning to notice ‘Little Elon.’ ” 

An Elon alumnus who had migrated to Green Bay, Wisc. a 
year earlier was helping the Christians along in another way. 
"Rich (McGeorge, tight end with the Packers) was having a 
pretty good season and was getting TV exposure for him- 
self and ‘Little Elon,’ as Howard Cosell always says," Wilson 
states with a smile. "Our players were gaining confidence 
in themselves too. Rich was the first Elon football player to 
make it with the pros in quite awhile and the players were 
beginning to see that dreams can come true." 

it took only a week or two for Elon to get in the 1973 na- 
tional polls. The Christians rolled over Gardner-Webb, Sam- 
ford, Guilford and Mars Hill, climbing steadily week after 
week. After a 7-0 win over Presbyterian, the polls showed 
Elon number two behind Carson-Newman, a team that had 
lost in the Champions Bowl the previous year. 

The next week number one hosted number two in the 
Tennessee mountains. Although Elon beat the Eagles at 
home the year before, Wilson's teams had never been able to 
win on the Eagles' turf. 

The battle began before the game as Carson-Newman 
gave its visitors the silent treatment. And then when theteam 
returned to the field for the coin toss, all hell broke loose. 
Cars, police vehicles, fire engines and other various modes 
of transportation came onto the track with horns and sirens 
blowing. It was a psych job supreme! 

But either it didn't work or it worked in reverse. Once the 
game started, the Christians could do no wrong. The defense 
recovered fumbles, intercepted passes and stopped the 
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Eagles cold. On offense, the Maroon and Gold gridders took 
s3 advantage of their opponents’ mistakes and scored at almost 
every opportunity. At the end of 60 minutes, number two had 
become number one and the race to the playoffs was on. 

Wilson's warriors went on to finish the season undefeated. 
The city of Burlington joined the College as host forthe semi- 
final game, the biggest sporting event to hit the city of 40,000, 
with Wisconsin-LaCrosse. The Christians came out on top 
35-24 and then packed their bags for Shreveport and a meet- 
ing with Lone Star Conference power Abilene Christian. 

“We were very confident going into that game, but we 
lacked the experience that we faced in Abilene Christian," 
says Wilson. "Our team was a young one and this was our 
first year in post season play. But we weren't deterred." 

The next season was almost a repeat. A loss to Presby- 
terian marred an otherwise perfect regular season, but the 
Christians made the playoffs again, this time hosting Hender- 
son State of Arkansas. 

It was a perfect matchup of the power | against the veer. 
Henderson State had lost only one game in its most success- 
ful season ever, capitalizing on a powerful backfield and an 
aggressive defense. Elon had perfected its veer offense, 
utilizing fast, lightweight halfbacks and a quarterback who 
could run the triple option. 
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"We don't make excuses, but we'd like to have played 
them on a decent day," says Wilson. Elon not only had 
Henderson as an opponent that cold December day, but they 
also were fighting the elements. The rain and mud, elements 
that the Christians had not faced in over two full seasons, 
favored the powerful Henderson ground attack and re- 
duced the Christians' triple option to a single one—running. 

"We just couldn't break one open. It was three downs and 
punt all afternoon. It was a disappointment for us, but it 
wasn't the end," emphasized the Elon coach. 

Wilson feels that his team will be in the thick of things 
again this season. ‘‘We lost some good players to gradua- 
tion, but we feel that we can replace them and that we can 
make it to the playoffs again." 

Among those lost to graduation are All-American safety 
Brent Sexton, a fifth round draft choice of the Pittsburgh 
Steelers, linebackers Curt Shubert and Paul Pope (WFL's 
Birmingham Club), receivers Rodney Evans and Tommy 
Spoon, punter Fred Long and nose guard Jerry Goney. 

The ranks of the returning veterans include such stand- 
outs as defensive ends Jerry Alford and Diffy Ross, quarter- 
back Martin Page, linemen Gus deSimone, Frank William- 
son, and Randy Oxendine, and defensive backs Don Mc- 
Laughlin and David Wood. 

Runningbacks are abundant with veterans Alex McMillan, 
Howard Ferguson and Prince Deese heading the pack. Ran- 
dall Shelby and transfer Kenny Washington along with sev- 
eral freshman prospects are expected to add depth to this 
position. 

"Our strength this season will be our experience," says 
Wilson. "Almost half of our current squad has experienced 
the long seasons and the playoff games for the past two 
years. They are seasoned veterans and will provide leader- 
ship and give confidence to our younger players. 

"Weaknesses are not as easy to point out. We lost a fine 
punter, but we have two good ones to fill in that slot. Both of 
our linebackers are new to our lineup, but should adjust with 
a few games under their belts. | just don't feel that we have 
any real evident weaknesses," concludes Wilson; “at least, | 
hope not." 

Wilson shakes his head on looking at the schedule. “There 
are some traditionally tough teams in there—Presbyterian, 
Wofford, and Carson-Newman—as well as some up and 
coming teams—Mars Hill, Lenoir Rhyne and Newberry, but I 
feel confident that we can beat them all. I'm not going to 
predict an undefeated season, but it won't surprise me,” the 
Elon coach says with a smile. 


Fred Young 
President 


Dr. Fred Young began his third year as Elon's seventh president in 
August. An advocate of subsidized intercollegiate athletics, Dr. Young 
feels that Elon's strong program has been an important factor in the in- 
creased enrollment that the College has enjoyed for the past four or five 
years. Last year he authorized the formation of the Fighting Christian Club 
to recognize those friends and alumni who contribute to the school's 
Athletic Scholarship Fund. Young is a graduate of Mars Hill College and 
Wake Forest University and received advanced degrees from the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina-Chapel Hill and Columbia University.

Prof. Wesley Alexander has served as a member of the Faculty Athletic 
Committee since1965 and as its chairman since 1966. He has also served as 
president and vice-president of the Carolinas Conference and is currently 
serving as the secretary of that group.

A native of the football hotbed of Edenton, Jerry 
Tolley was a member of Wilson's staff at Terry San- 
ford High School in Fayetteville before they came to 
Elon. He is defensive co-ordinator and works in- 
dividually with the Fighting Christian defensive 
backs. In addition to his football duties, the former 
outstanding track performer at East Carolina is the 
tennis coach for the Maroon and Gold. Another of 
the East Carolina graduates on the Elon staff, Mick- 
ey Brown, handles the defensive linemen for the 
Fighting Christians. Year in and year out, the Elon 
defensive linemen have been among the top players 
in the state, a tribute to Brown's coaching ability. 
Also Elon's wrestling coach, Brown was named 
NAIA District 26 Coach of the Year in that sport in 
1973. Clayton Johnson's offensive strategy has paid 
off forthe Fighting Christians in the last two years in 
their marches to the Champion Bowl. The only 
alumnus of Elon on the coaching staff, Johnson re- 
turned to his alma mater in 1969 after serving stints 
as an assistant coach at Wadesboro and Roxboro 
high schools, and he is Elon's offensive co-ordina- 
tor while working individually with the offensive 
backs. A major strength of Elon's football program 
during the Wilson era has been the play of the Fight- 
ing Christians' defensive ends and linebackers, and 
the man responsible for that is Don Kelly. The elder 
statesman of the Elon coaching staff, Kelly came to 
Elon with Wilson after teaching and coaching on the 
high school level for a number of years. A third grad- 
uate of East Carolina University on the Elon staff is 
Terry Wills. In 1975, Wills will be the offensive line 
coach as well as the team trainer. In addition to his 
coaching and training duties, Wills is the intramural 
program director and is in charge of the physical 
plant of the athletic and physical education depart- 
ments. In his third season as a student assistant, 
Trey Jewell, who played one year for Elon after high 
school in Virginia Beach, Va., will work with Coach 
Tolley and the Elon defensive backs while also 
scouting Elon's opponents. He scouted for the 
Fighting Christians during the 1973 and 1974 
seasons.
